Normalcy was 
quickly restored, and only one day of classes were 
missed. Any available space was utilized for 
drtHrooms. Blasses were held in the gym, 
temporary trailers, and even the cafeteria. 


18 months later, it was almost fully restored. 
Mercer still functions as the main classroom and 
administrative building for Bryan. Although the 
third floor was never fully rebuilt, the south side 
of the third floor is devoted to the science 
department with labs and the offices of 
professors’ and the north side is still used, but 
largely for storage. There are aspirations of 
completely renovating the third floor as the need 
for more classrooms and offices is becoming more 
crucial, but funding will need to begin before any 
definite plans are made. 

Although many years have passed, and the 
fire is no longer a hindering factor to the 
operation of Bryan, it is good to never forget the 
way in which it brought the community of Bryan 
and the community of Dayton together to restore 
the place we all know and love.
